There were sev-' 
eral of the big guns close to us, and 
the air was thlcfc with both German 
and English aeroplanes. There were 
anti-aircraft guns all around us, and 
they were busy most of the time. 
When Fritz's aircraft were being bom- 
barded over our heads the shrapnel 
used to fly about us frequently and It 
made a nasty noise, humming through 
the air. Xone of us were hit, although 
some of the boys were close misses. 
Sometimes when an attack was on 
up front the noise from the batteries 
was like a tremendous drum roll for 
hours at a time. At night the air 
was full of fireworks, and until 1 got 
used to the noise it was hard to sleep. 
1 saw one night scrap between two 
aeroplanes—it was good.
